Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 21-33 and 35-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument filed on 08-16-2006 is convincing. As argued by the applicant on pages 
8-13, the uniquely distinct features activation means coupled to the display 
means, for causing the display means to display predefined information upon 
reception of predefined acoustically propagated data broadcast by a commercial 
broadcast source; wherein the commercial broadcast source comprises one of a 
commercial radio broadcaster and a commercial television broadcaster is not 
shown or suggested by the prior arts Mankovitz (5,949,492). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
fails to teach the apparatus displaying predetermined information, comprising means 
for selectively means for receiving an acoustically propagated signal 
derived from commercially broadcast information which is transmitted by 
one of radio and television; means for comparing a content signal with a 
stored predefined signal content: of the acoustically propagated an output unit 
for generating a human intelligible output; and means for causing the output unit 
to generate a predetermined information signal upon detection of a match 
between the acoustically propagated signal and the predefined signal 
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content, the predetermined information signal being generated in one of visually 
and audibly detectable form as claimed in Claim 32. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
fails to teach the method for displaying information, the method comprising 
embedding a predetermined acoustic signal within a soundtrack to be emitted by 
an entertainment device: the entertainment device emitting the signal, embedded 
in the soundtrack, in audible form; predetermined acoustic an acoustically 
activated device receiving the predetermined acoustic signal and comparing 
it with a predefined signal that is stored in the acoustically activated 
device, and upon the predetermined acoustic signal matching the 
predefined signal, the acoustically activated device displaying predefined 
information that is stored in the acoustically activated device: wherein the 
entertainment device comprises one of: a radio receiver: a television receiver; 
and a cinema system as claimed in Claim 33.
